IMPORTANT DECISION 
In the District Court, Washoe 
Plaintiff, vs. The Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, Defendant, 


[OPINION BY BIGELOW, J.] 
This ac'ion is brought by the 


District Attorney of Washoe county 


to reeover the sum of $1284.69, as 
taxes levied for the year 1887 upun 
140,550 acres of land alleged to be- 
long to the defendant, assessed at 
$70,275. 

The complaint isin the form pre- 
scribed by Sec. 1106, Gen. Stat. of 
Nevada, The answer sets-up four 
defenses: ; 

lst. Payment of the taxcs upona 
portion of the land. 

2d. A denial that itis, or was at 
{be time of the assessment, the 
owner of any right. title or interest 
in another portion of the land. 

81. That at the time the line of 
the railroad was definitely fixed, 
another portion of the land was 
claimed, owned or possessed, by pre- 
emption, homestead and other 
claimants. 

4th. That another portion of the 
lands have “never been seleted by 
the defendant, nor set off, ceitified 
er listed to the defendant by the 
land department of the United 
States,” nof hag said department 
ever held, decided or determined 
that any of the said lands were 
within the-grants- made by Con- 
gress, nor whether they were min- 
eral or non-mineral in. character, 
nor whether any gf. them were 
covered by homestead, pre-emption 
or other lawful claims. By an 
amendment ‘to the answer, filed 
Juue 7, 1888, itis denied that the 
defendant bas any other title tothe 
lands, than that derived under the 
Acts of Congress of July 1, 1862, 
and of July 2, 1864. The defendant 
further denies that patents bave 
ever been issued for the land, and 
alleges that it does not Know 
whetber it will ever be able to ob- 
tain such patents, aud has no 
knowledge as to what the future 
action of the land department may 
be. To this answer the plaintiff ia- 
terposes a demurrer, upo. the 
ground that it does not stute facts 
sufficient to constitute a defense to 
the action, and by stipulation this 
demurrer is made toapply to each 
defense alleged.

S., 500, speaking of that Act the 
Court said: ‘It is plain that the 
difficulty of identifying the swamp 
and overflowed lands could not de- 
feat or impair the effect of the 
grantiug clause by whomsoever 
such identification was required to 
be made. When identitied the 
title would become perfect as of the 
date of tbe Act. The patent would 
be evidence of such identification 
and declaratory of the title con- 
veyed. It would establish  defi- 
nitely the extent and boundaries of 
the swamp aod ovefflowed lands 
in auy township, and thus render 
it unnecessary to resort to oral ev- 
idence on the subject. * * 

The patent would thus be an in- 
valuable muniment.of title and a 
source of and quiet to ita 
possessor, but the right of the siate 
under the first section would not be 
enlarged by the action of the Sec- 
retary * * * nor could it be 
defeated * * * by his refu al to 
have the required lists made out or 
the patent issued, notwithstanding 
the delays and en:barrasments thaf 
might issue.’’

Under Gen. Stuts., Sec, 1080, all 
property owned by the United 
States is exempt from taxation, 
and the fourth claim of the answer, 
rigbtly understood, attempts to set 
up the defense that the United 
States etill has such av interest iv 
the land as renders it exempt uuder 
that section. 

Such a defense is recoguized by 
Sec. 1108, and consequently this 
portion of the answer is not bad, 
upon the ground priacipally relied 
upon by the State—namely, that 
the defendant does not deny any 
vluim, title or interest in the prop- 
erty assessed.

Sec. 2l of the iatter Act also pro- 
vided that before the lands granted 
should be couveyed to the com pany

R. R. Co, vs. ‘l'rail County, 115 U. 
S., 600, the Supreme Court of the 
United States, following two pre- 
vious decisions, held that where 
the company had not paid such 
costs, the United States still held 
such an interest in the iands as pre- 
vented their being taxed by the 
State. 

To remedy this, and avoid this 
defense, Congress by Actof July 12, 
1886, provided that such lands should 
no longer be exempt from taxatioa 
because such costs bad not been 
paid, and made certain provisions 


son, 32 Fed. Rep., 899, Justice Field 
aud Judge Deady held that a simi- 
lar graut to the Northero Pacific 
railroed passed the title to the 
grautee, and that no patent nor asy 
action upon the part of the Interior 
Department was necessary. 

In Tarpey vs. Deseret walt Co., 
17 Pac. Rep., 631, tunis doctrine was

In all patents 
issued to the railroai company all 
mineral lands are reserved, except 
eoal and iron, The result is that 
where a patent bas issued te the 
company for any parcel of land, its 
titie could still be defeated by show- 
ing that it was miveral land. The 
question would still be for the court 
lo decide. Why can it not be deci- 
ded as well before the patent issues 
as afterwards?

The Manner in Which the Orientals Per | 
mA. form the Practice, 

Tattooing will show well upon the 
plump, fair-skinned lad before us, and 
the Professor evidently thidks he is a 
ubject to take pains with, as he sits | 

refully mixing his ink in a joint of 
bamboo and preparing his weapon. 

This is a brass rod nearly two feet long | 
and about half an inch thick; it is 
weighted at the top with _a little orna- 
mental figure, and at the other end has 
a hollow point divided by two cross slite 
into four fine pricks. 

The Professor examines the “business 
end” critically, and, having satisfied 
himself that it is sharp enough, tucks ut 
his putsoe and squats at Pho Myin’s side, 
Selecting @ spot on thethigh, he places 
both feet on it a few inches apart, and, 
stretching the skin tight, draws the out- | 
fine of the first figure—a tiger rampant 
—with an inky splinter of bamboo. 

This is soon done, and relieving him- 
self of a large mouthful of betelnut, the 
Professor settles down to work in earn- 
est. Leaning forward through his widely- 
parted knees he balances the brass style 
daintily, and clasping it with the finger 
andthumbof the right hand, makes a 
‘“‘bridge”’ of the left, which he rests on 
the surface between his feet. 

After sliding the instrument through 
his fingers once or twice, as if to take 
aim, he makes a start and pricks away 
steadily with a light, firm touch that is 
wonderfully . quink. and true; In less 
than five minutes thé tiger with its sur- | 
rounding border is finished, and the art- | 
ist removes hig feet from the distended 
skin and washes off the superfluous ink 
to see how his work has come out, 

Everybody presses forward to look at 
the picture, which shows up in. bold 
relief on the rapidly-formed swelling. 

Moung Saik exchanges a remark with 
his wife, and the tattooer resumes_ his 
working position to draw the outline of 
the next figure. The boy, stupefied with 
| opium, lies insensible to the pain, while 
one figure after another gradually ap- 
pears on his skin. 

Deep as the points of the style sink they 
draw but little blood, but the limb swells | 
in a manner that would alarm any ohe 
who did not know it would return to its 
normal size in a day or two. Fever some- 
times intervenes, and in that case the pa- 
tient waits for a time before the work of 
illustration is resumed, so it often ex- 
tends over a period of a week or ten days, 
during which the inconvenience suffered 
is considerable, 

Without the aid of opium the process 
would be a much longer one. I found 
that I could not endure the application 
| of the style for more than 30 consecutive 
| seconds without flinching so much as to 
interfere with the operator’s movements, 
| for the skin is pricked over soclosely that 
| it becomes too tender to sustain their 
| repetition. a 
| Eight rupees is the nsual fee paid to 
| @ tattooer for endowing a lad with 
| breeches. 

The figures that compose them vary 
| little, consisting, as a rule, of tigers, 
| “nagas’’ (dragons), and ‘‘beloos’’ (de- 
| vils). Each one is surrounded with a 
| border of sentences, generally illegible, 
| invoking good . tek upon the owner of 
| the skin whereon they-are inscribed. 
| The waist and knees are neatly finished 
| off with a tasteful edging of point or 
| scroll pattern; these sensitive parts of 
| the body are the last to be done, and tat- 
tooers have told me that the pain caused — 
frequently arouses the patient from his 
torpor.—Cornhill Magazine.
